Mrs. Ryan became hysterical when 
the body was brought to the house. 
Ryan made only repeated declarations 
of grief and bewilderment, but the niece 
deciared: 

“He was killed by some maniac 
‘ Jack the Ripper’! I know it. He had 
no enemies; every one loved him. He 
was in no trouble, no affairs with wom- 
en, no personal disputes. If he had 
been, he would have told me. I was 
his confidante; he told me everything.” 

Where the body was found is about 
half a block south of Roosevelt road 
and Sacramento boulevard. The boys 
who observed it are Hdward Weincard, 
1110 South Francisco avenue, and Sam-

With Bushy Haired Man.

Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 25.—[(Special.]} 
—Several interesting facts regarding 
the so-called Baseball Players’ union, 
recently organized by Raymond G. Can- 
non, a Milwaukee attorney, were 
brought to light here when an official 
copy of the organization's constitution 
was obtained. Copies of the document 
have been sent to all the members of | 
the union. Newspapers of New York | 
and representatives of baseball club 
owners are taking great interest in 
obtaining the document. 
The word “union” appears neither 
in the official] name of the organization 
nor in any part of the constitution. 
The official name is the National | 
Baseball Players’ Association of the) 
United States, and one article provides | 
that any baseball player actually en- ' 
gaged in organized baseball at the time 
of his application may be eligible to 
become a member. 
So far as is known, no members of 
minor league teams have as yet en- 
rolled in the association, but it is 
said that 132 National league players 
and 93 American league players have 
joined. 
The aims and purposes of the organ- 
ization, which hitherto have been more 
or less obsecure except for the genera] 
statement that the association was 
forced “to protect the players in their 
dealings with the club owners,” are 
revealed in the second article of the 
constitution. , This article also brings 
to light the fact that the association 
hopes eventually to include within its 
membership every player connected 
with organized ball. 

Statement of Purposes. 
In addition to the general pu 
of the association, which is “to waite 
organize and join together in a working 
association, all professional baseball 
players in the United States,” the aims 
are stated as follows: 


To safeguard the rights of every indi- 
vidual player. 

To secure fair play to the players. 

To represent them in dealing with the club 


and unfair deal-

Neither is any mention made of a 
minimum salary limit for players, 
such as had been rumored. Whether 
the association will endeavor to en- 
force any of its demands upon the 
magnates before the next , pennant 
races are under way remains to be 
seen after the players’ contracts for 
next year have been sent out.
